WASHINGTON. Nov. 1 —A de- 
tailed description was obtained to- 
day of the methods used by the

be published.

The description of what hap- 
pened to Lhia man comes entirely 
from documents which will be 
quoted from here. Some docu- 
ments contain his own stairnirniv 
Some aro from Stale Department 
sources or from a Stale Depart- 
ment hear ms. 

Because the department has 
never revealed — even to him— the 
nature of the charges against him. 
there is no way for any one ouislde 
the top echelon of the department 
to know just what he did or is 
arcused or having done 
There is no way for any one out- 
side the top echelon to know 
whether the individual Is a victim

1. The man worked for the gov-
